A  pressing  concern  in  Chi¬ 
natown  over  the  decades  has 
always  been  the  dwindling 
stock  of  affordable  housing,  and 
no  population  has  a  more  dire 

need  than  the  elderly.  At  the 
most  recent  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Chinatown  South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  on  July 
20,  the  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Golden  Age  Center  and  its  part¬ 
ner,  Rogerson  Communities, 
presented  the  plan  to  expand 
the  Hong  Lok  House,  an  elderly 
housing  complex  which  is  cur¬ 
rently  undersupplied  in  resi¬ 
dential  units  and  outdated  in  its 
service  facilities. 

Hong  Lok  House  is  situated 
on  Essex  Street  by  the  historic 
Liberty  Tree  Building,  which 
includes  the  Registry  of  Mo¬ 
tor  Vehicles,  and  currently  has 
28  residential  units  and  serves 
around  20  walk-in  participants 
daily  through  the  Adult  Day 
Health  Program,  Chinatown's 
only  such  health  and  social  ser¬ 
vice  for  the  elderly. 

The  facility  is  overshad¬ 
owed  by  the  high-rise  luxury 
condominium.  Archstone  Bos¬ 
ton  Common,  which  looms  over 
the  Chinatown  T  Station.  Not 
only  has  the  Archstone  consid¬ 
erably  changed  the  skyline,  but 
the  tower  has  also  transformed 
the  block  into  an  archetype  of 
gentrification.  It  boasts  over 
a  hundred  sleek  and  lavish 
units,  with  a  studio  starting  at 
$2,400  per  month  to  rent,  dra¬ 
matically  contrasting  the  Hong 
Lok  House,  a  27-year  old  HUD 
project  which  houses  some  of 
the  lowest-income  elderly  indi¬ 


viduals. 

"There  are  more  than  80  quali¬ 
fied  elders  on  the  waiting  list  for 
affordable  housing  opportunities," 
said  Ruth  Moy,  executive  director 
of  the  Golden  Age  Center.  The 
non-profit  has  served  Boston's 
Asian  elderly  population  since 
1972,  and  has  been  an  important 
asset  in  ensuring  that  retired  indi¬ 
viduals  are  living  in  healthy  and 
happy  environments. 

Working  with  the  century-old 
non-profit  developer  Rogerson 
Communities,  the  Golden  Age 
Center  is  in  the  final  stages  of 
fund-raising  before  building  a  new 
74-unit  facility,  taking  the  existing 
building  apart,  and  restoring  the 
historic  facades  along  Essex  Street. 

"This  is  the  most  difficult 
project,  but  it  is  also  the  best 
project.  ..it  will  serve  the  neediest 
population,"  said  Jamie  Seagle, 
president  of  Rogerson  Communi¬ 
ties,  which  has  a  large  portfolio 
of  low-  and  moderate-income 
apartment  buildings  and  retire¬ 
ment  communities  across  Greater 
Boston.  Although  it  is  ambitious 
and  complicated,  a  new  Hong  Lok 
House  could  become  a  touchstone 
of  the  Chinatown  community. 

Its  aspirations  are  aligned  with 
the  Asian  cultural  values  of  re¬ 
specting  elders  and  filial  piety. 
However,  contrary  to  those  values, 
many  elders  living  in  Chinatown 
have  little  family  support.  Concur¬ 
rently,  Chinatown's  diminishing 
affordable  housing  stock  has  not 
been  able  to  allow  elders  to  stay  in 
the  community  where  there  is  easy 
access  to  familiar  food,  language, 
medical  and  social  services  -  all  of 
which  are  incredibly  valuable  for 
the  elderly  to  stay  mobile,  socially 
engaged,  and  comfortable. 


According  to  Teresa  Wong,  a 
nurse  who  directs  the  Hong  Lok 
House  Adult  Day  Health  Program, 
two-thirds  of  elders  in  her  pro¬ 
gram  are  in  the  beginning  stages 
of  Alzheimer's,  and  two-thirds  are 
diabetic. 

As  the  need  for  adequate  care 
becomes  increasingly  urgent,  Rog¬ 
erson  Communities  has  worked 
hard  to  raise  funds,  which  is  chal¬ 
lenging  in  a  down  economy.  "It 
is  not  just  funding  cuts  from  state 
and  federal  sources  that  are  jeop¬ 
ardizing  the  completion  of  many 
projects,  but  the  drying  up  of 
low-income  housing  tax  credits," 
Seagle  pointed  out,  referring  to 
the  typical  way  of  gathering  core 
funding  via  the  US  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment,  whose  stalls  are  delaying 
the  project. 

Fortunately,  the  process  of 
gaining  community  and  city  ap¬ 
proval  has  not  been  as  difficult. 
Fundraising  from  private  donors 
from  charitable  groups  to  corpora¬ 
tions  has  been  relatively  success¬ 
ful,  since  many  see  the  positive 
impact  of  the  project  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  a  quality  senior  center 
to  Chinatown. 

Since  the  development  is  pro¬ 
posed  on  a  historical  site,  Roger¬ 
son  Communities  is  also  working 
with  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  to  finalize  the  facade  res¬ 
toration  phase,  which  will  happen 
after  the  new  structure  is  built  and 
the  old  one  dismantled. 

This  component  of  the  develop-, 
ment  is  undoubtedly  costly,  but 
also  worthwhile  for  the  fabric  of 
the  neighborhood.  In  fact,  Roger-

son  Communities  has  seen 
an  increase  of  investment 
in  the  project  because  of 
the  preservation  efforts 
and  civic  merit. 

The  upcoming  project  will 
take  eighteen  months  to 
complete  once  construction 
begins,  and  it  will  be  three 
times  bigger  than  the  cur¬ 
rent  building.  The  new  fa¬ 
cility  will  include  a  fourth 
floor  terrace  with  picnic 
tables  and  a  top  floor  roof 
garden  and  open  spaces 
for  residents  and  program 
participants  practicing  Tai 
Chi  or  other  activities. 

Rogerson  Communi¬ 
ties,  in  partnership  with 
the  consultancy  New  Ecol¬ 
ogy,  Inc.,  will  also  seek 
for  the  future  Hong  Lok 
House  to  be  recognized  by 
the  Leadership  in  Energy 
and  Environmental  Design 
(LEED)  as  LEED  Silver  cer¬ 
tified,  the  most  established 
standard  for  sustainable 
construction. 

This  means  that  the 
new  Hong  Lok  House  will 
incorporate  green  building 
technologies,  including  the 
conscientious  use  of  en¬ 
ergy,  materials,  and  water. 

It  will  also  make  the  most 
of  opportunities  to  create 
inviting  and  green  outdoor 
space,  a  much  welcomed 
component  in  the  midst  of 
Chinatown's  urban  bustle. 
Overall,  it  help  improve 


air  quality,  protect  against 
sound  and  noise  pollution, 
reduce  the  need  for  stan¬ 
dard  insulation,  decrease 
storm  water  runoff,  and 
contribute  to  both  energy 
and  cost  savings. 

Most  importantly,  this  will 
provide  a  well-deserved 
place  where  the  elderly 
can  exercise  their  full  ca¬ 
pabilities  and  enjoy  their 
surroundings.  The  facility 
will  also  include  a  comfort¬ 
able  ground-level  drop-in 
center  for  seniors  from 
other  parts  of  the  city  to 
socialize,  receive  care,  and 
access  services. 

In  a  neighborhood  that 
is  being  pressured  to  cater 
to  the  more  glamorous 
and  trendy,  especially  in 
residential  developments, 
how  Chinatown  serves  its 
elderly  population  will 
determine  its  true  identity. 
An  immigrant  commu¬ 
nity's  traditions,  cultural 
continuation,  and  civic 
virtues  are  rooted  in  the 
wisdom,  experiences, 
and  desires  to  lead  rich 
and  fulfilling  lives  of  the 
elderly.  Ensuring  seniors 
are  served  with  dignity, 
respect,  and  excellent  care 
will  sustain  Chinatown's 
authenticity,  pride,  and 
vitality  in  many  golden 
years  to  come.

With  rapid  changes 
and  new  challenges,  the 
old  Chinatown  communi¬ 
ty  plans  of  1990  and  2000 
can  no  longer  meet  the 
needs  of  the  cultural  cen¬ 
ter  for  Asians  and  Asian 
Americans  across  New 
England.  A  new  plan 
to  guide  Chinatown's 
growth  and  development 
is  afoot.  The  kick-off  com¬ 
munity  meeting  of  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan 
2010  on  July  22  brought 
together  the  Chinatown 
community  and  created  a 
dialogue  among  various 
stakeholders. 

A  master  plan,  also 
known  as  a  community 
plan,  is  a  document  that 
summarizes  the  goals  and 
priorities  of  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Previous  versions 
of  Chinatown  Master 
Plan  1990  and  2000  have 
resulted  in  broad  com¬ 
munity  goals.  Initiated  by 
the  Chinatown  Gateway 
Coalition,  the  Chinatown 
Master  Plan  2010  will 
propose  a  plan  for  man¬ 
aging  the  community's 
growth  for  the  next  de¬ 
cade. 

The  master  plan's 
study  area  is  located 
within  five  primary  zon¬ 
ing  districts:  Chinatown, 
South  Station  Economic 
Development  Area,  South 


End,  Midtown  Cultural, 
and  Leather  District. 
Thefe  are  also  various 
zoning  sub  districts,  in¬ 
cluding  areas  designated 
for  commercial,  residen¬ 
tial,  institutional,  open 
space,  special  protection, 
special  studies,  and  rede¬ 
velopment. 

An  estimated  80 
people  attended  the  first 
of  a  series  of  three  pub¬ 
lic  meetings  in  the  first 
phase  of  the  2-year  com¬ 
munity  initiative  where 
the  public  involvement  is 
strongly  encouraged. 

"We  want  to  find  a 
common  ground  for  a 
community  vision,  identi¬ 
fy  challenges  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  Chinatown  is  fac¬ 


ing  now,"  said  Daphne 
Politis,  one  of  the  consul¬ 
tants  of  the  master  plan. 
"We  will  develop  strate¬ 
gies  together  with  the  city 
and  other  partners  and 
identify  benchmarks  for 
the  success." 

After  a  general  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  master 
plan  and  purpose  of  the 
community  meeting  it¬ 
self,  staff  from  Tain  tor  & 
Associates  reported  the 
preliminary  findings  and 
Chinatown  trends.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  consulting 
firm  that  works  for  the 
master  plan's  first  phase, 
in  collaboration  with 
Daphne  Politis  of  Com¬ 
munity  Circle,  the  Asian 
American  population  as 


well  as  the  number  of 
businesses  are  continu¬ 
ously  increasing  in  the 
region  and  have  changed 
the  dynamics  of  China¬ 
town  racially  and  cultur¬ 
ally.  The  Master  Plan 
2010  will  seek  to  balance 
these  forces  and  identify 
goals  and  priorities  of  the 
Chinatown  community. 

The  community  meet¬ 
ing  was  later  broken  into 
Cantonese  and  English 
facilitated  small  group 
discussions  so  that  all  the 
attendees,  such  as  resi¬ 
dents,  business  owners, 
and  agency  representa¬ 
tives,  were  able  to  clearly 
express  their  concerns 
and  desires.  Working 
closely  with  the  Over¬ 
sight  Committee  and  the 
Technical  Committee 
of  the  master  plan,  the 
consulting  team  hopes 
to  ensure  that  the  plan 
addresses  these  concerns 
and  desires  driven  by 
new  demands  on  China¬ 
town's  public  infrastruc¬ 
tures,  housing,  social 
services,  recreational 
space,  and  economic  op¬ 
portunities. 

Composed  of  13  in¬ 
dividuals,  the  Oversight 
Committee  will  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  overseeing 
the  project,  identifying 
the  challenges  and  oppor-

tunities,  creating  and  ratifying 
a  plan  for  the  future  growth, 
and  monitoring  budget  ex¬ 
penses. 

One  of  issues  raised  most 
often  during  the  discussion 
was  the  shortage  of  affordable 
housing  in  Chinatown.  Even 
with  more  residential  units 
overall,  there  has  actually  been 
a  steady  reduction  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  in  Chinatown.  One  of  the 
two  English  small  groups  men¬ 
tioned  that  Chinatown  lacks 
middle  class  because  recent 
land  developments  built  in  the 
past  decade  have  altered  the 
community's  landscape  and 
demographics.  New  residential 
development  consists  largely 
of  high-end  market  rate  units 
and  has  turned  Chinatown  into 
home  for  a  growing  number  of 
affluent  residents.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  37  percent  of  Chinatown 
residents  live  in  poverty,  17 
percent  more  than  that  of 
the  city's  average.  The  2000 
Census  figures  show  that  Chi¬ 
natown's  median  household 
income  was  $14,829,  compared 
to  the  citywide  media  income 
of  $39,629. 

The  significant  rise  in 
population  combined  with  a 
decline  in  the  availability  of  af¬ 
fordable  housing  has  brought 
about  the  development  of  sat¬ 
ellite  communities  which  are 
linked  to  Chinatown  by  public 
transportation.  Quincy  and 
Malden  are  the  two  primary 
satellite  communities  that  have 
generated  competition  against 
the  historic  Chinatown.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  2000  census, 
Quincy's  population  was 
88,000,  with  15.4  percent  or 
13,500  listed  as  Asian  -  nearly 
three  times  the  number  of 
Asian  Americans  in  China¬ 
town. 

The  attendees  also  called 
for  more  workforce  develop¬ 
ment  services  like  career  coun¬ 
seling  and  job  training,  to  help 
Chinatown  residents,  most  of 
whom  have  less  than  a  high 
school  education,  become  more 
competitive  in  the  job  market. 
The  2000  Census  shows  that 
Chinatown  residents  are  con¬ 
centrated  in  the  lowest-paying 
industry  sectors,  such  as  ser¬ 
vice,  accommodations,  retail, 
manufacturing,  and  education. 

Wingkay  Leung,  a  long¬ 
time  Chinatown  frequenter, 
said  the  decreased  sense  of 
community  is  another  signifi¬ 
cant  issue  worth  noticing. 

Lawrence  Cheng,  a  veteran 
architect  who  was  involved 
in  both  of  the  previous  two 
master  plans,  cited  the  variety 
of  activities  in  New  York  Chi¬ 
natown  as  a  comparison  that 
Boston  Chinatown  can  keep 
abreast  with. 

He  also  said  the  commu¬ 
nity  meeting  is  a  "gathering  for 
more  people  to  be  aware  of  the 
changes"  Chinatown  has  been 
through  and  "to  see  what  the 
future  could  be." 

Amy  Koo  of  Asian  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Corpora¬ 
tion,  an  organization  which 
provides  core  staffing  to  the 
master  plan,  said  though  Chi¬ 
natown's  Asian  community  is 
on  average  older  than  many 
others  in  the  Boston  metro 
area,  her  organization  always 


encourages  young  people  to 
participate  in  the  community 
meetings  and  make  their  voices 
heard. 

The  Chinatown  Master 
Plan  2010  started  in  July  last 
year  and  is  expected  to  end 
next  June.  The  next  two  com¬ 
munity  meetings  will  be  held 
on  September  23  and  October 
29  for  further  discussions  to 
define  a  vision  and  goals  for 
Chinatown's  future.

Anemia

Anemia  is  the  most  com¬ 
mon  blood  disease  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  caused  by 
insufficient  red  blood  cell  func¬ 
tion.  Red  blood  cells  are  small 
cells  that  carry  oxygen  in  the 
blood  to  all  the  organs  and 
tissues  of  the  body.  If  they  are 
unable  to  do  this,  your  body 
will  not  receive  the  oxygen  it 
needs  to  function  properly  and 
the  symptoms  of  anemia  can 
occur.  Specifically,  red  blood 
cells  contain  a  substance  called 
hemoglobin  that  carries  the 
oxygen.  In  order  to  produce 
hemoglobin,  your  body  needs 
iron.  Therefore,  one  possible 
cause  of  anemia  is  from  a 
shortage  of  iron.  However, 
there  are  over  400  types  of 
anemia! 

What  are  the  symptoms  of 
anemia? 

Symptoms  of  anemia  in¬ 
clude  fatigue,  weakness,  short¬ 
ness  of  breath,  and  unusually 
rapid  heartbeat. 

What  causes  anemia? 

Causes  of  anemia  include 
bleeding,  iron  deficiency  and 
poor  nutrition,  chronic  dis¬ 
eases,  alcoholism,  and  genetic 
diseases.  Anemia  occurs  in 
both  young  and  old  people. 
Young  women  are  more  likely 
to  become  anemic  because  of 
blood  loss  from  menstruation 
and  pregnant  women  are  at 
risk  because  their  increased 
volume  of  blood  dilutes  the 


red  blood  cells. 

Are  some  kinds  of  anemia 
more  common  among  Asians 
or  Asian  Americans? 

It  is  estimated  that  between 
2-10%  of  Americans  are  ane¬ 
mic.  While  Asians  and  Asian 
Americans  are  at  risk  for  the 
more  common  causes  of  ane¬ 
mia,  they  are  also  at  risk  for  a 
rare  inherited  form  of  anemia 
called  Cooley's  anemia,  or  thal¬ 
assemia.  People  with  Cooley's 
anemia  have  a  mutation  in 
their  DNA  that  prevents  them 
from  producing  normally  func¬ 
tioning  hemoglobin.  Symptoms 
of  this  rare  disease  usually  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  first  two  years  of 
life,  and  include  fatigue,  pale  or 
yellowish  skin,  dark  urine,  and 
a  protruding  abdomen. 

What  can  I  do  to  prevent 
anemia? 

Eating  a  healthy,  varied 
diet  can  help  prevent  some 
kinds  of  anemia,  such  as  from 
iron  deficiency  or  vitamin  de¬ 
ficiency.  Foods  that  are  high  in 
iron  include  beans,  green,  leafy 
vegetables,  lean  meats,  and  ce¬ 
reals  fortified  with  iron.  This  is 
especially  important  in  people 
with  higher  iron  requirements 
like  children  and  pregnant  and 
menstruating  women.  Many 
other  kinds  of  anemia,  how¬ 
ever,  cannot  be  prevented. 

How  is  anemia  treated? 

Treatment  depends  on  the 
underlying  cause  of  the  anemia 
and  varies  greatly.

On  Saturday  the  11th  of 
July,  Lincoln  Park  in  Malden 
was  crowded  with  youth.  It  was 
the  annual  art  competition  that 
all  the  artists  from  around  the 
Boston  area  had  waited  for,  the 
Urban  Art  Competition.  The 
event  was  completely  organized 
by  youth  from  the  Youth  ACT 
organization,  with  the  help  of  a 
few  Red  Cross  volunteers.  Most 
youth  were  just  excited  to  have 
the  chance  to  paint  and  meet 
other  youth  from  around  Bos¬ 
ton.  The  organizers  were  just  as 
excited,  helping  out  by  serving 
food  and  handing  out  4x4  boards 
for  the  artists  to  paint  on. 

There  was  a  great  vari¬ 
ety  of  art  coming  from  this  group 
of  very  talented  young  artists, 
ranging  from  trees  to  boats  to 
graffiti.

To 
most  of  them,  the  prizes  didn't 
matter.  Most  of  the  artists  were 
just  happy  to  share  their  artwork 
with  family,  friends,  and  the 
community.

On  July  17,  the  California 
Assembly  adopted  a  resolution 
expressing  profound  regret  for 
the  persecution  of  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants,  who  in  the  1880s  and  1890s 
performed  the  dangerous  work  of 
cobbling  together  California’s  na¬ 
scent  infrastructure.  The  Senate  has 
adopted  the  same  resolution. 

In  the  closing  decades  of  the 
19th  century,  Chinese  migrants 
were  recruited  to  build  the  state's 
railroad  system  at  paltry  wages 
far  below  those  paid  to  whites.  In 
return  for  their  labors,  the  workers 
were  denied  the  right  to  citizenship, 
the  ability  to  bring  their  families  to 
the  United  States,  and  were  segre¬ 
gated  and  forced  to  live  in  appalling 
slums  (that  would  later  often  come 
to  be  known  as  "Chinatown"). 

The  California  Senate  is  set  to 
take  up  the  resolution,  which,  like 
so  many  apology  measures  that 
have  been  passed  recently,  is  non¬ 
binding  and  does  not  provide  any 
monetary  compensation.  In  1988, 
the  United  States  Congress  formally 
apologized  to  Japanese  Americans 
for  their  mass  internment  during 
World  War  II.  Last  year.  Congress 
also  formalized  its  regret  for  the 
institution  of  slavery.  Similar  mea¬ 
sures  have  been  passed  in  states 
across  the  South. 

The  legislation  was  co-spon- 
sored  by  Assemblymen  Paul  Fong 
and  Kevin  De  Leon.  Fong's  grand¬ 
father,  Chan  Share,  upon  his  arrival 
in  California  from  China  in  1939, 
was  interrogated  for  two  months  on 
Angel  Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay. 
Share  later  became  a  railroad  labor¬ 
er  who  was  deprived  of  his  rights  to 
vote,  own  property  and  marry  the 
person  of  his  choice. 

The  bill  does  not  seek  any  fi¬ 
nancial  compensation  for  Chinese 
who  were  mistreated  or  denied 
basic  civil  liberties,  but  its  authors 
said  they  intend  to  ask  Congress  to 
adopt  the  same  resolution. 

That  history  included  Chinese 
men  recruited  to  work  on  the  first 
transcontinental  railroad  being  paid 
pitiful  wages  and  treated  as  inferi¬ 
ors.  In  1882,  the  Chinese  Exclusion 
Act  suspended  immigration  and  the 
men  living  here  had  little  hope  of 
bringing  over  the  family  members 
they  had  left  behind.  As  they  spread 
out  to  the  agricultural  and  mining 
industries,  their  willingness  to  work 
cheaply  was  resented. 

The  apology  is  part  of  a  wave  of 
formal  regret  offered  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  recent  years.  In  1988,  Con¬ 
gress  apologized  to  Japanese  Ameri¬ 
cans  who  during  World  War  II  were 
thrown  into  prison  camps  such 


as  Manzanar.  In  2008  the  House 
passed  a  resolution  apologizing  for 
slavery,  and  the  Senate  followed 
suit  last  month. 

History  of  The  Chinese  Exclu¬ 
sion  Act 

From  their  arrival  during  the 
Gold  Rush,  the  Chinese  experi¬ 
enced  discrimination  and  often 
overt  racism,  and  finally  exclusion. 
Action  often  in  the  form  of  Legis¬ 
lation  was  used  against  Chinese 
immigrants  and  started  as  early  as 
the  1850  foreign  Miners'  License 
Tax  law. 

In  1854  was  the  California  State 
Supreme  Court  categorizing  Chi¬ 
nese  with  Blacks  and  Indians,  and 
denying  them  there  right  to  testify 
against  white  men  in  courts  of  law. 

During  the  1870s,  an  economic 
downturn  resulted  in  serious  un- 

m 

employment  problems,  and  led  to 
more  heightened  outcries  against 
Asian  immigrants.  The  Chinese 
often  became  the  scapegoats  for 
business  owners  who  paid  them 
low  wages.  This  willingness  to 


work  for  lower  wages  along  with 
the  productivity  of  the  Chinese 
workers  ignited  the  ire  of  white 
labor  in  California.  Racist  labor 
union  leaders  directed  their  ac¬ 
tions  and  the  anger  of  unemployed 
works  at  the  Chinese,  blaming  them 
for  depressed  wages,  lack  of  jobs, 
and  accusing  them  of  being  morally 
corrupt.  Denis  Kearney,  head  of  the 
Workingmen's  Party  of  California, 
led  this  inflammatory  battle  against 
the  Chinese.  As  a  consequence  of 
this  hostility,  local  and  statewide  re¬ 
strictions  continued  to  be  enforced 
against  the  Chinese.  Eventually,  the 
United  States  government  passed 
the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1882. 
This  barred  Chinese  laborers  from 
immigrating  for  ten  years.  Only  offi¬ 
cials,  teachers,  students,  merchants, 
and  travelers  were  allowed  to  enter. 
The  Chinese  currently  in  the  United 
States  were  barred  from  naturaliza¬ 
tion.  China,  as  the  home  country 
for  these  immigrants,  was  unable 
to  exert  any  influence  on  American 
policy.  This  law  stood  in  place  till  it 

was  repealed  in  1.943. 

In  1905,  construction  of  an  Im¬ 


migration  Station  on  Angel  Island 
began  in  the  area  known  as  China 
Cove.  Surrounded  by  public  contro¬ 
versy  from  its  inception,  the  station 
was  finally  put  into  operation  in 
1910.  Anticipated  as  the  "Ellis  Island 
of  the  West",  it  was  designed  to 
handle  a  flood  of  European  immi¬ 
grants  who  were  expected  to  begin 
arriving  in  California  once  the  Pan¬ 
ama  Canal  was  opened.  Instead,  the 
majority  of  immigrants  to  America 
via  the  West  Coast  were  from  Asia. 

Like  their  European  counter¬ 
parts  entering  at  New  York  City, 
they  hoped  to  escape  the  economic 
or  political  hardships  of  their  home¬ 
lands.  On  Ellis  Island,  immigrants 
were  processed  through  within 
hours  or  days;  on  Angel  Island, 
they  spent  weeks  or  months.  This 
facility  was  primarily  a  detention 
center.  Beginning  with  the  Chinese 
Exclusion  Act  of  1882,  a  series  of 
restrictive  laws  had  prohibited  the 
immigration  of  certain  nationalities 
and  social  classes  of  Asians.  Al¬ 
though  all  Asians  were  affected,  the 
greatest  impact  was  on  the  Chinese. 
In  fact,  more  than  70  percent  of  the 
immigrants  detained  on  Angel  Is¬ 
land  were  Chinese. 

The  Act  states... 

SEC.  2.  That  the  master  of  any 
vessel  who  shall  knowingly  bring 
within  the  United  States  on  such 
vessel,  and  land  or  permit  to  be 
landed,  any  Chinese  laborer,  from 
any  foreign  port  or  place,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$500  for  each  and  every  such  Chi¬ 
nese  laborer  so  brought,  and  may 
be  also  imprisoned  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  one  year. 

SEC.  3.  That  the  two  foregoing
